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NOTE 


This  book  is  divided  into  three  parts.  There  is  an  account  of 
the  Dommerich  family  in  Germany  and  in  the  United  States,  an 
account  of  the  Hall  family  into  which  the  Dommerich  family 
married,  and  accounts  of  several  of  the  more  interesting  and 
more  important  families  allied  to  the  Hall  line  by  marriage. 

Each  line  begins  with  the  earliest  known  ancestor  and  is  traced 
down  to  its  connection  with  the  Dommerich  or  Hall  family.  The 
small  figure  against  a  name  indicates  the  degree  of  descent  from 
the  first  of  the  line. 

The  Dommerich  material  was  largely  drawn  from  a  chart  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  family  in  Germany.  The  Hall  material  and  that 
covering  families  allied  to  the  Halls  was  originally  collected  by 
Dudley8  Hall  but  has  been  amplified  and  references  supplied  by  the 
editor. 


DOMMERICH 


DOMMERICH 
(European  Part) 

Johann1  Christoph  Dommerich  is  the  first  of  the  line  of 
whom  certain  knowledge  exists.  He  was  a  citizen  and  boot¬ 
maker  at  the  town  of  Erfurt  in  Germany  and  married  during  and 
after  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century  Maria  Magdalein 
Bode. 

He  had  a  son  of  the  same  name,  Johann2  Christoph  Dommerich, 
who  was  born  at  Erfurt  on  June  io,  1665.  He  died  at  Biicke- 
burg  on  January  15,  1740.  He  was  a  Proctor  and  Consistorial 
Secretary.  On  June  5,  1708,  he  married  Hedwig  Sophie  Geis- 
linger,  who  was  born  at  Biickeburg  on  October  20,  1687  and  died 
in  the  same  town  on  September  25,  1748.  His  wife  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Georg  Bernhardt  Geislinger,  Rector  of  the  College  of 
Biickeburg,  and  granddaughter  of  Johann  Geislinger,  Minister  at 
Obsfeld  on  Aller  in  the  Prussian  Province  of  Saxony,  who  mar¬ 
ried  on  October  4,  1649,  Engel  Judith  Baken  (1620-1690),  she 
being  a  daughter  of  the  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of  Magdeburg. 

Johann2  Christoph  and  Hedwig  Sophie  (Geislinger) 
Dommerich  had  nine  children;  two  sons  and  seven  daughters. 
Their  eldest  son  was  Johann3  Christian  Dommerich,  who  was 
baptized  at  Biickeburg  on  March  20,  1717,  and  died  at  Goxe, 
Hannover,  on  November  13,  1765.  He  was  Counselor  of  the 
Bailiwick  of  Biickeburg.  On  November  28.  1742,  he  married 
Sabine  Hedwig  Hettlinger,  born  May  16,  1720,  and  died  at  Biicke¬ 
burg  on  March  22,  1800.  They  had  four  children. 

The  eldest  child  was  Friedrich4  Christian  Dommerich,  born  at 
Biickeburg,  on  December  11,  1743,  and  died  at  Bolzum  in  Hildes- 
heim,  where  he  was  Minister,  on  January  3,  1814.  He  married 
on  November  13,  1765,  Sophie  Louise  Ernestine  Freysen,  who 
was  born  at  Buehmde  on  January  6,  1748,  and  died  at  Bolzum  on 
March  10,  1797.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Johann  Heinrich 
Freysen  (1710-1799).  Eight  children,  as  given  below. 

The  second  child  of  Johann3  Christoph  was  Christoph4  Carl 
Dommerich  who  was  born  at  Biickeburg  011  December  5>  l74&> 
and  died  at  Obernkirchen,  on  January  25,  1818.  He  was  a 
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Colonel  in  the  Hessian  service.  He  married  on  October  21,  1806, 
Johanna5  Katherine  Heusinger  von  Waldegg,  who  was  born  at 
Obernkirchen  on  February  14,  1786,  and  died  in  the  same  town 
on  March  14,  1811.  The  Heusinger  von  Waldegg  line  will  be 
given  later.  Two  children. 

The  third  child  was  Marie4  Hedwig  Dommerich  who  was  born 
at  Biickeburg  on  November  10,  1748,  and  died  there  on  March  5, 
1814.  She  married  on  December  7,  1775,  Georg  Heinrich  Kem- 
ener,  who  was  in  business  at  Biickeburg  and  died  there  on  March 
21,  1794.  Eight  children. 

The  fourth  child  was  Albertine4  Caroline  Dommerich,  born  at 
Biickeburg  on  September  5,  1751,  and  died  there  unmarried  on 
May  9,  1829. 


Fourth  Generation 

Friedrich4  Christian  Dommerich,  who  married  Sophie 
Louise  Ernestine  Freysen,  had  eight  children. 

I.  Sophie5  Hedwig  was  born  at  Bolzum  on  September  4, 
1769,  and  died  at  Hannover  on  November  28,  1819. 
Married  on  November  6,  1803,  to  Julius  Schreve,  Free¬ 
holder  at  Siedenburg,  born  1771,  died  1823.  They  were 
divorced  in  1809.  Their  two  children,  Fritz  and  Hann- 
chen,  died  early. 

II.  Johann5  Heinrich  Carl  was  born  at  Bolzum  on 
February  2,  1772,  and  died  at  Samtleben  near  Bruns¬ 
wick  on  December  16,  1806.  Unmarried.

16,  1774.  She  died  there,  date  unknown.  On  Nov¬ 
ember  19,  1801,  she  married  Heinrich  Christoph  Mul¬ 
ler,  Captain  of  Horse  in  the  Hessian  service  and  later 
Treasurer  at  Eschwege.  He  was  born  in  1770,  date 
of  death  unknown.  Eight  children  (Muller)  :

Johanna  Sophie  Wilhelmine  Illiger,  born  August  12, 
i785?  died  at  Brunswick  on  August  31,  1825.  She  was 
a  daughter  of  Johann  Jacob  Illiger,  Superintendent  of 
Highways.  Eight  children  (Dommerich)  (all  born  at 
Braunschw)  :

He 
died  at  Hannover  on  August  31,  1816.  One  child

Christoph4  Carl  Dommerich,  who  married  Johanna  Kathe¬ 
rine  Heusinger  von  Waldegg,  had  two  sons. 

I.  Ferdinand5  August  was  born  at  Obernkirchen  on 
November  8,  1807.  He  was  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy

and  a  college  professor.  He  married  on  July  12,  1838, 
Caroline  Dorothea  Wilhelmine  Frolich,  who  was  born 
at  Ohernkirchen  on  July  14,  1810.  She  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Carl  Andreas  Conrad  Frolich  who  was  born  at 
Rinteln  on  February  8,  1769,  and  died  at  Ohernkirchen 
on  June  10,  1828.  He  was  a  Counselor  of  Mining  at 
Ohernkirchen  and  married  Juliana  Dorothea  Louise 
Tumermann  born  at  Ohernkirchen  on  April  13,  1778, 
she  being  a  daughter  of  Johann  Conrad  Tumermann 
(1727-1782),  Minister  at  Ohernkirchen,  and  his  wife 
Anna  Dorothea  Oldendorp  (  -1801).  Carl  And¬ 

reas  Conrad  Frolich  was  a  son  of  a  Captain  in  the 
Hessian  service  who  later  became  Treasurer  at  Rinteln. 

Ferdinand5  August  and  his  wife  Caroline  had  four 
children :

He  was  a  Lieu¬ 
tenant  in  the  troops  of  the  Rhenish  Federation  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Westphalia  and  died  during  the  Napoleonic 
campaign  against  Spain.  Unmarried. 

VIII.  Johann5  Christian  Wilhelm,  baptized  at  Biickeburg, 
on  January  8,  1785*  and  fell  as  a  Captain  of  Supplies 
with  the  troops  of  the  Rhenish  Federation  during  Napo¬ 
leon’s  campaign  against  Russia.  Unmairied.

Louis6  Ferdinand  Dommerich,  son  of  Ferdinand5  August, 
was  born  at  Cassel,  Germany,  on  February  2,  1841.  He  left 
Bremen,  Germany,  in  January,  1859,  and  arrived  in  New  York 
City  on  February  18,  1859.  On  April  25,  1867,  he  received 
naturalization  papers  from  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  County 
of  Essex  (Newark),  New  Jersey.  He  married  twice.  His  first 
wife  was  his  first  cousin,  Julia6  Louise  Elisabeth  Dommerich,  born 
October  26,  1843,  who  he  married  on  June  16,  1867,  in  Germany. 
She  died  in  Germany  on  November  15,  1882.  He  married  sec¬ 
ondly,  Clara  Josephine  Caesar,  on  October  22,  1884,  at  New 
Brighton,  Staten  Island,  New  York.  She  was  born  in  Bremen, 
Germany,  on  September  1,  1857,  the  daughter  of  Paul  W.  and 
Johanna  Caesar.

HEUSINGER-VON  WALDEGG 

Johanna5  Katherine  Heusinger  von  Waldegg  (1786-1811) 
who  married  Colonel  Christoph4  Carl  Dommerich  (1746-1818) 
was  of  a  long  and  distinguished  line  in  Germany. 

Wolfgang1  Heusinger  von  Waldegg  was  born  at  Glaburg 
on  the  Elbe  on  July  10,  1635,  and  died  at  Neuhaldensleben  on 
August  24,  1682.  He  was  a  Minister.  In  February,  1659,  he 
married  Margarethe  Kunow,  born  at  Schoningen  on  November 
12,  1636,  and  died  at  Neuhaldensleben  on  October  11,  1705.  She 
was  a  daughter  of  Rector  Kunow  of  Schoningen.  Their  son, 

Hieronimus2  Georg  Wefner  Heusinger  von  Waldegg,  was 
born  at  Neuhaldensleben  on  February  3,  1661,  and  died  at  Gros 
Fahlberg  on  December  19,  1735.  He  was  Minister  at  Gros 
Fahlberg.  Married  on  October  9,  1688,  Anna  Katharine  von 
Kluge  (formerly  Klocke),  born  at  Hildesheim  on  December  11, 
i6?3,  and  died  at  Gros  Fahlberg  on  October  19,  1736.  Their  son, 

Gottlieb3  Hieronimus  Wefner  Heusinger  von  Waldegg, 
was  born  at  Gros  Fahlberg  on  December  17,  1714,  and  died  on 
the  Estate  of  Riehe  on  May  25,  1796.  He  was  Lieutenant-Col¬ 
onel  in  the  Imperial  Russian  service  and  was  War  Commissary 
for  Brunswick.  He  married  Philippine3  Charlotte,  born  Clodius, 
widow  of  Focke,  who  was  born  at  Rehren  on  March  2,  1715,  and 
died  at  Riehe  on  August  6,  1 753*  She  brought  to  her  husband 
the  Estates  of  Riehe  and  Rehren.  The  Clodius  line  is  given 
elsewhere.  Their  son, 

Johann4  Hieronimus  Gottlieb  Heusinger  von  Waldegg, 
was  born  at  Rehren  on  January  30,  1745,  and  died  as  a  Captain 
in  the  Hessian  service  at  Obernkirchen  on  December  13,  1832. 
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He  fought  in  the  Seven  Years’  War.  He  married  on  May  30, 
1780,  Louise  Philippine  Amalie  Schester,  born  at  Obernkirchen 
on  August  26,  1764,  and  died  at  Obernkirchen  on  November  5, 
1844.  His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Peter  Schester,  born  at  Cassel 
about  1708,  died  at  Obernkirchen  on  December  5,  1773.  He  was 
Inspector  of  Mining  at  Obernkirchen  and  a  brother  of  Chancellor 
Schester  of  Cassel.  Peter  Schester’s  wife  (the  second)  was  Helene 
Christine,  born  LThlen,  widow  of  the  monastic  steward  Miillar. 
Johann4  and  Louise  had  seven  children,  including 

Johanna5  Katherine  Heusinger  von  Waldegg  who  married 
Colonel  Christoph4  Carl  Dommerich. 

CLODIUS 

The  line  of  Philippine5  Charlotte,  born  Clodius,  who  first  mar¬ 
ried  one  Focke,  and  secondly  Gottlieb3  Hieronimus  Wefner  Heu¬ 
singer  von  Waldegg. 

Otto1  Clodion  was  born  1546  at  Rome  and  died  at  the  Estate 
of  Riehe  and  Rehren,  County  of  Schaumberg.  He  is  said  to 
have  been  a  son  of  Count  Clodion  of  Hohenzollern,  godfather  of 
Count  Otto  IV  who  reigned  over  Schaumberg  from  1544  to  1572. 
Otto1  Clodion  was  Chief  Forester  and  the  owner  of  the  Estate  of 
Riehe  and  Rehren.  He  married  Margarethe  Barkhaus,  and  had, 

Julius2  Clodius,  born  on  the  Estate  of  Riehe  and  died  at 
Rehren.  He  was  Privy  Counselor  to  the  Duke  of  Schaumberg. 
He  married  Katherine  Elisabeth  von  Gobbe,  and  had, 

Philipp3  Otto  Clodius,  born  at  Rehren.  Died  1691.  He  was 
Inspector  of  Forests  to  the  Duke  of  Schaumberg  at  Ahiensberg. 
He  married  Anna  Margarethe  Werner,  born  at  Hehnstaedt,  died 
at  Rehren.  Their  son, 

Georg  Julius  Clodius,  was  born  at  the  Castle  of  Ahrensberg 
before  1691  and  died  on  his  Estate  of  Rehren  in  1735*  He  was 
Bailiff  in  Chief  at  Ahrensberg  and  married  Katherine  Elisabeth 
Clodion  of  Riehe,  daughter  of  Carl  Otto  Clodion,  descendant  of 
the  line  of  Riehe.  He  was  Forester  in  Chief  to  the  Count  of 
Schaumberg.  Their  one  daughter, 

Philippine5  Charlotte. 
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John2  Hall  was  the  son  of  Widow  Mary1  Hall  whose  name 
appears  on  the  list  of  members  of  the  church  of  Cambridge  in 
1658,  this  list  taking  the  place  of  an  earlier  one  lost  by  fire.  The 
church  record  has  it  that  the  children  of  the  widow  Hall  “were  all 
adult  at  the  time  of  the  joining.  But  two  of  them  have  since 
joined  the  Church  of  Concord,  viz.,  John  and  Susanna.”  It  is 
not  known  when  Mrs.  Hall  first  reached  this  country  or  went 
to  Cambridge.  In  1662  she  received  a  grant  of  land  from  the 
town  of  Cambridge.  Tradition  is  that  her  arrival  in  this  country 
was  in  1630.  Her  husband’s  name  is  not  known. 

John2  Hall  was  born  in  England  in  1627  and  died  in  Medford, 
Massachusetts,  on  October  18,  1701.  He  took  the  oath  of  fidelity 
in  Middlesex  County  in  1652  and  in  the  same  year  the  town  of 
Cambridge  apportioned  to  him  twenty  acres  of  church  land  in 
Billerica,  Massachusetts.  He  resided  in  Concord,  Massachusetts, 
several  years  previous  to  1667  when  he  returned  to  Cambridge, 
and  in  1675  removed  to  Medford  about  eight  miles  from  Boston 
where  he  purchased  a  farm  of  Caleb  Hobert  on  June  27,  1675,  and 
gave  a  mortgage  on  it  the  same  day  for  £260,  which  he  paid  on 
May  2,  1681.  The  records  of  Medford  begin  in  1674  but  very 
little  is  written  before  1677  when  John  Hall  was  chosen  constable 
and  selectman,  which  at  that  time  were  the  most  important  offices 
in  the  town.  In  the  old  burying  ground  at  Medford  is  a  slate 
gravestone  about  as  wide  as  it  is  high,  arched  at  the  top  and  in 
the  arch  cut  a  death’s  head  under  which  stands  an  hour  glass 
flanked  by  two  winged  figures.  At  one  of  the  upper  corners  is 
written  “Memento  Mori,”  at  the  other  “Fugit  Hora,”  and  on  the 
body  of  the  stone  is  engraved : 

“Here  lies  the  body  of  John  Hall,  aged  74  years 
Died  the  18th  of  Oct.  1701 
The  Memory  of  the  Just  is  blessed.” 

By  the  side  of  this  stone  is  another  on  which  is  cut :  “In  memory 
of  Elizabeth  wife  of  John  Hall  who  died  Feb.  4th,  1713,  in  the 
74th  year  of  her  age.”  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  Hall,  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Percival  and  Ellen  Green  who  came  to  Cambridge  in  1635. 
Elizabeth  was  born  in  April,  1639,  and  married  John  Hall  on 
April  4,  1656. 

John3  Hall  was  born  on  December  13,  1660,  in  Concord,  and 
died  on  November  14,  1720,  in  Medford,  He  married  Jemima3 
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Sill  on  December  21,  1687,  in  Charlestown.  She  was  a  daughter 
of  Joseph2  and  Jemima  (Belcher)  Sill,  was  born  September  21, 
1667,  and  died  in  Medford  on  December  12,  1712.  John  Hall 
served  as  a  private  throughout  King  Philip’s  War. 

Andrew4  Hall  was  born  on  May  15,  1698,  in  Medford,  and 
died  there  on  June  22,  1750*  He  married  on  November  27,  1722, 
Abigail  Walker,  a  daughter  of  Timothy4  and  Elizabeth  (Fowle) 
Walker.  She  was  born  in  Woburn  on  August  21,  1703,  and  died 
in  Medford  on  August  26,  1785.  Andrew  Hall  was  a  Deputy 
from  Medford  from  1744  to  1 75 1  • 

Ebenezer5  Hall  was  born  in  Medford  on  May  31,  I748,  and 
died  there  on  March  21,  1835.  He  married  in  Medford  on  April 
12,  1770,  Martha  Jones  of  Concord.  She  was  born  on  June  19* 
1750,  and  died  on  December  22,  1835.  Ebenezer  Hall  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Committee  of  Safety  in  April, 
1776,  was  a  representative  from  Medford  in  i779>  and  appears 
on  a  list  of  members  of  a  committee  to  examine  and  allow  the 
accounts  at  Medford  of  money  paid  by  persons  to  hire  men  who 
went  to  New  York  on  service  in  the  Revolution  in  1776. 

Isaac6  Hall  was  born  in  Medford  on  March  12,  1 7^5?  married 
in  Nantucket  on  September  11,  1806,  Susan  Mitchell,  daughter  of 
Paul4  and  Merab  (Coffin)  Mitchell.  He  died  on  June  25,  1866, 
and  she  died  in  Cambridge  on  August  22,  1880.  He  was  a  mer¬ 
chant  in  Boston. 

Alexander7  Mitchell  Hall  was  born  on  April  12,  1826,  in 
Boston,  and  died  at  Covington,  Kentucky,  on  April  24,  i860.  He 
married  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  June  4,  1850,  Clarissa5  Jane  Sey¬ 
mour,  who  was  born  on  November  24,  1827,  and  died  on  October 

20,  1903. 

Dudley8  Hall  was  born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  December  9, 
married  in  New  York  City  on  December  9>  1880,  Mary 
Louise  Wells,  who  was  born  in  New  York  City  on  January  17, 
1857.  Both  are  living  (1924).

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NICHOLAS  de  la  PLAINE 

1.  Nicholas  de  la  Plaine,  according  to  his  marriage  record 
was  from  “Bersweer  in  V ranckryck.”  He  is  supposed  to  have 
been  born  in  1593  and  was  a  Huguenot  refugee  probably  living 
temporarily  in  Holland.  He  was  in  New  Amsterdam  as  early  as 
1C57  for  on  April  14th  of  that  year  he  had  enough  property  to 
be  granted  the  Small  Burgher  Right.  By  trade  he  was  a  tobacco 
twister.  On  September  1,  1658,  already  advanced  in  years,  he 
married  in  the  Dutch  Church  in  New  Amsterdam  Susanna  Cres- 
son.  She  was  born  at  Ryswyk  and  was  the  daughter  of  Pierre 
Cresson,  also  known  as  Pierre  le  Cardinier  as  he  had  been  a 
gardener  of  the  Prince  of  Orange.  Cresson  lived  on  Staten 
Island,  was  a  soldier  in  the  expedition  against  the  Indians  at 
Esopus  in  1663,  and  was  a  man  of  considerable  property  as  he 
had  at  least  88  acres  of  land  on  Staten  Island  and  was  able  to 
give  his  daughter  Susanna  a  marriage  portion  of  200  guilders. 
Nicholas  de  la  Plaine  died  in  1697  at  the  age  of  104  according  to 
tradition.  He  was  estimated  as  worth  $3,000. 

2.  Maria  de  la  Plaine  was  baptized  in  the  Dutch  Church  in 
New  York  City  on  November  14,  1668,  and  married  on  June  27, 
1692,  Jean  Le  Chevalier.  He  was  a  Huguenot  or  Walloon,  and 
was  granted  the  right  of  Freeman  on  October  12,  1695,  when  he 
is  called  a  joiner. 

3.  Susanna  Le  Chevalier  was  married  in  the  Dutch  Church 
in  New  York  City  on  July  7,  1717,  to  John  Roome.  He  was 
baptized  on  July  22,  1694,  in  New  York  City  and  died  on  Janu¬ 
ary  11,  1756.  (See  Roome  line.)

RICHARD  MITCHELL 

1.  Richard  Mitchell  was  born  about  1686,  the  son  of  Rich¬ 
ard  and  Mary  (Wood)  Mitchell  of  Brixton  (or  Bricktown),  Isle 
of  Wight,  England.  He  came  to  Rhode  Island  in  1708  and  in 
that  year  married  Elizabeth  Tripp,  daughter  of  James  and  Mary 
(Lawton)  Tripp.  Richard  Mitchell,  who  at  one  time  had  been 
in  the  Royal  Navy,  became  a  member  of  the  sect  of  Friends.  He 
died  in  1722  and  his  wife  on  February  13,  1740, 

2.  Richard  Mitchell  was  born  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island, 
on  September  5,  1710,  and  married  on  February  26,  1730/1,  Mary 
Starbuck,  daughter  of  Jethro  and  Dorcas  (Gayer)  Starbuck.  She 
was  born  on  September  8,  1715,  and  died  on  October  24,  1780. 
Richard  died  on  October  5,  1787* 

3.  Richard  Mitchell  married  Hepzibah  Barnard,  daughter 
of  Robert  Barnard.  The  dates  of  his  birth  and  death  are  unknown. 
He  married  on  March  16,  but  the  year  is  lost. 

4.  Paul  Mitchell  was  born  at  Nantucket  on  July  11,  175^1 
married  on  October  19  or  December  3°>  I779>  Merab  Coffin, 
daughter  of  Alexander  and  Eunice  Coffin.  Merab  Coffin  was 
born  at  Nantucket  on  September  25,  1762,  and  was  a  descendant 
of  Tristam  Coffin,  Chief  Magistrate  of  Nantucket.  Paul  Mitchell 
died  in  December,  1845,  and  his  wife  on  May  2,  1846;  both  at 
Nantucket. 

5.  Susan  Mitchell  was  born  at  Nantucket  on  May  26,  1789* 
married  Isaac  Hall  at  Nantucket  on  September  n,  1806,  and  died 
at  Cambridge  on  August  22,  1880.  (See  Hall  line.)

WILLIAM  REED 

1.  William  Reed  was  born  about  1587  and  came  to  New 
England  in  the  ship  “Defence”  in  1636,  bringing  his  wife  Mabel 
and  three  of  his  children.  He  went  to  Woburn,  Massachusetts, 
and  lived  there  probably  several  years  before  taking  his  family 
back  to  England.  He  died  at  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  aged  69, 
and  probably  in  1656,  for  his  widow  was  granted  letters  of  admin¬ 
istration  on  his  estate  on  October  31st  of  that  year.  She  then 
returned  to  New  England  and  took  up  her  residence  again  at 
Woburn,  marrying  Henry  Summers  of  that  place  on  November 
21,  1660.  She  died  on  June  5  or  15,  1690,  aged  85. 

2.  Sarah  Reed,  whose  date  of  birth  is  uncertain,  married 
Samuel  Walker  on  September  10,  1662,  and  died  on  November  1, 
1681.  He  was  born  on  May  7,  1643,  and  died  on  January  18, 
1703/4.  He  and  his  wife  lived  and  died  in  Woburn.  (See

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WILLEM  JANSEN  ROOME 

1.  Willem  Jansen  Roome  (Romen)  was  evidently  a  native 
of  Holland,  probably  from  Werckendam,  a  Province  of  North 
Brabant,  as  when  the  son  Jan  Willemsen,  who  accompanied  his 
father  to  New  Nether  land,  was  married,  that  place  was  named  as 
his  former  home.  The  father,  wife  and  son  are  believed  to  have 
arrived  in  this  country  about  1660.  This  date  can  only  be  arrived 
at  by  considering  that  the  second  son,  who  married  in  1684,  was 
born  in  this  country.  The  father,  Willem  Jansen  (William  son 
of  John)  married  again  on  April  12,  1676,  to  Mariitje  Jans.  He 
is  recorded  as  the  widower  of  Jannetje  Jans  and  she  as  the  widow 
of  Jan  Theuniszen.  Willem  Jansen  then  lived  at  the  “Fresh 
Water,”  the  present  Roosevelt  Street,  Manhattan. 

2.  Pieter  Willemsen  Roome  was  born  at  the  Dutch  village 
of  Goemoenpia,  the  present  Communipaw,  New  Jersey.  Pie  mar¬ 
ried  Hester  Van  Gelder  in  the  Dutch  Church  in  New  Amsterdam 
on  November  26,  1684.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Jan  Van  Gelder 
and  Jane  (Monteroath)  Van  Gelder.  He  died  on  May  15,  1729, 
and  Hester  died  on  April  17,  1729.  On  August  7,  1696,  Pieter 
Willemsen  was  appointed  a  City  Assessor,  apparently  represent¬ 
ing  the  West  Ward,  and  he  served  until  about  June  22,  i7°9>  when 
the  Common  Council  filled  his  place.  He  was  exceedingly  active 
in  the  affairs  of  the  city  and  served  on  many  committees,  such  as 
those  to  revise  the  laws,  to  find  a  temporary  powder  house,  to 
repair  the  ferry  barn,  to  secure  a  new  city  hall,  to  farm  out  the 
excise,  and  many  others.  He  was  elected  an  Assistant  Alderman 
for  the  West  Ward  on  October  11,  1698  and  re-elected  until  a 
contested  election  on  September  29,  1701,  when  he  lost  by  43 
votes  to  78.  Pie  was  a  city  contractor  and  secured  several  appar¬ 
ently  lucrative  contracts  as  the  accounts  of  the  City  Chamberlain, 
especially  in  the  years  1698  and  1699,  show  frequent  payments  to 
him  amounting  to  several  hundred  pounds.  He  was  one  of  the 
contractors  to  build  the  City  Hall  but  had  to  be  sued  for  an  account¬ 
ing.  He  was  apparently  prosperous  as  the  tax  list  shows  him 
paying  on  two  houses  and  other  property  and  his  assessment  was 
one  of  the  largest  in  his  Ward. 

3.  Johannes  Roome  was  baptized  in  the  Dutch  Church  in 
New  York  City  on  July  22,  1694.  He  married  Susanna  Le  Cheva¬ 
lier  in  New  York  City  on  July  7,  I7i7-  He  died  on  January  ll> 
*756. 
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4.  Peter  Roome  was  baptized  in  New  York  City  on  December 
13,  1738,  and  married  Rachel  de  Groot  on  June  n,  1761.  He 
died  on  August  15,  17/8. 

5.  John  P.  Roome  was  born  on  November  10,  1763,  baptized 
in  New  York  City,  married  on  August  7,  1785,  Martintje  Bogert, 
and  died  on  July  16,  1847. 

6.  Rachel  Roome  was  born  on  October  18,  1793,  baptized  in 
New  York  City,  and  married  James  Nicholas  Wells  on  March  26, 
1816.  He  was  born  on  January  24,  1790,  in  New  York  City,  and 
died  on  November  22,  i860.  She  died  on  April  19,  1855.  (See 
Wells  line.)

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RICHARD  SEYMOUR 

1.  Richard  Seymour  (originally  spelled  Seamer)  was  bap¬ 
tized  at  Sawbridgeworth,  county  Herts,  England,  on  January  27, 
1604/5,  the  son  of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  (Waller)  Seamer  and  the 
grandson  of  John  and  Dyzory  (Porter)  Searpei.  He  died  at 
Norwalk,  Connecticut,  between  July  29,  1655,  when  he  signed  his 
will,  and  October  10th  of  the  same  year  when  the  inventory  of 
his  estate  was  filed.  He  married  at  Sawbridgeworth  on  April 
18,  1631,  Mercy  Ruscoe,  a  daughter  of  Roger  and  Sarah  Ruscoe 
of  Sawbridgeworth.  She  was  born  about  1610  and  remarried 
shortly  after  Richard  Seymour’s  death,  becoming  the  second  wife 
of  John  Steele  of  Farmington,  Connecticut,  on  November  25, 
1655.  Richard  Seymour  came  to  Hartford  in  1639  when  he 
appears  as  a  proprietor  and  also  as  one  of  the  settlers  who  received 
land  “by  the  courtesie  of  the  town.”  His  home  lot  was  on  the 
present  North  Main  Street.  He  was  chosen  a  chimney  viewer 
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of  Hartford  in  1647,  a  town  office  of  importance  because  of  fire 
hazards.  He  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the  agreement  for  the 
planting  of  Norwalk  on  June  19,  1650,  and  removed  to  that  place 
soon  afterwards,  and  became  one  of  the  first  settlers,  being  chosen 
a  townsman  or  selectman  in  1655.  His  will  names  his  wife 
Mercy,  his  eldest  son  Thomas,  and  his  “other  three  sons,”  John, 
Zachary,  and  Richard.  He  was  Captain  of  the  fort  at  Seymour. 

2.  John  Seymour  was  probably  born  at  Hartford  but  the  date 
is  uncertain.  He  died  at  Hartford  between  December  10,  1712, 
and  August  3,  1713.  His  wife  was  Mary  Watson,  daughter  of 
John  and  Margaret  (Smith)  Watson  of  Hartford.  He  was  a 
freeman  in  1667,  meaning  the  granting  of  certain  civil  rights 
restricted  to  owners  of  property,  and  is  called  “an  active  and 
influential  man.” 

3.  Thomas  Seymour  was  born  March  12,  1668/9  at  Hartford 
and  died  August  30,  1740,  in  the  same  city.  His  first  wife  was 
Ruth  Norton,  a  daughter  of  John  and  Ruth  (Moore)  Norton. 
She  was  born  about  1675,  married  Seymour  on  February  19,  1700, 
and  died  at  Hartford  on  July  19,  1710.  Thomas  Seymour  later 
married  Mary  Waters.  He  was  a  Deputy  from  Hartford  from 
1719  to  1728.  In  1713  he  was  chosen  Ensign  of  the  South  Side 
Military  Company  at  Hartford;  on  November  24,  1720,  he  was 
promoted  Lieutenant,  and  on  October  12,  1725,  was  made  Captain. 
He  owned  large  tracts  of  land  in  Hartford,  Wethersfield,  Water- 
burv,  and  elsewhere  in  Connecticut. 

4.  Thomas  Seymour,  a  son  of  Thomas3  by  his  first  wife,  was 
born  on  July  29,  1705,  at  Hartford,  and  died  there  on  March  18, 
1767.  He  married  on  March  5,  1730,  Hepsibah  Merrill,  who  was 
born  on  April  14,  1702,  at  Hartford,  and  died  there  on  August  28, 
1788.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Susanna  (Pratt)  Merrill. 
Thomas  Seymour  was  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1724  and 
became  a  distinguished  lawyer.  He  was  a  Deputy  from  Hartford 
to  the  General  Assembly  in  1746,  1749,  and  1750.  On  May  7, 
1744,  he  was  commissioned  Lieutenant  of  the  Second  Company 
of  Hartford  and  on  May  4,  1752,  was  promoted  to  Captain. 

5.  Jared  Seymour  was  born  at  Hartford  on  January  13,  1731, 
married  Deliverance  Skinner  on  March  26,  I752>  and  died  in  1781. 
His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  John  Skinner  of  Hartford. 
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6.  George  Seymour  was  born  on  December  25,  1754,  married 
Mabel  Spencer  of  East  Hartford  in  1778  and  died  at  Hartford 
on  July  18,  1820. 

7.  Jeffery  Seymour  was  born  on  April  27,  1793,  married 
Clarissa  Bagg,  and  died  in  New  York  City  on  June  15,  1865.  She 
was  born  on  August  19,  1798. 

8.  Clarissa  Jane  Seymour  was  born  on  November  24,  1827, 
married  Alexander  Mitchell  Hall  on  June  4,  1850,  and  died  on 
October  20,  1903.  (See  Hall  line.)

JOHN  SILL 

1.  John  Sill,  whose  name  is  also  spelled  Syll,  Scill,  and  Scyll, 
came  with  his  wife  from  England  in  1637  and  located  in  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Massachusetts.  He  is  supposed  to  have  come  from  New- 
castle-on-Tyne.  With  him  came  two  of  his  sons  who  had  been 
born  in  England.  John  was  admitted  as  a  freeman  in  1638.  In 
1639  is  recorded  his  purchase  of  a  house  and  garden.  He  was 
living  in  1645  but  died  before  1662.  His  wife  died  before  1671. 

2.  Joseph  Sill  was  born  in  England  in  1636  and  came  over  as 
an  infant  in  1637.  He  married  on  December  5,  1660,  Jemima 
Belcher.  She  was  a  daughter  of  an  innkeeper  of  Cambridge, 
Andrew  Belcher,  and  of  Elizabeth  (Danforth)  Belcher,  and  was 
a  niece  of  Lieutenant  Governor  Thomas  Danforth  and  an  aunt  of 
Governor  Jonathan  Belcher.  After  1676  Joseph  Sill  moved  to 
Lyme,  Connecticut,  and  died  there  on  August  6,  1696.  His  wife, 
Jemima,  had  died  about  1675,  and  he  married  secondly  Mrs.  Sarah 
(Clark)  Marvin,  who  died  February  17,  1715.  Joseph  Sill  per¬ 
formed  important  service  in  King  Philip’s  War,  1675-1676.  He 
was  Captain  of  the  Cambridge  Company,  being  promoted  from

Lieutenant  after  Captain  Richard  Beers  was  killed  at  Northfield. 
Captain  Sill  was  in  charge  of  the  removal  of  the  people  of  Groton, 
served  in  defence  of  Springfield,  and  fought  against  the  Indians 
in  several  severe  fights. 

3.  Jemima  Sill  was  born  on  September  21,  1667,  and  died  on 
December  12,  1712.  She  married  John  Hall  of  Medford,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  on  December  21,  1687,  in  Charlestown.  He  was  born 
December  13,  1660,  and  died  November  14,  1720.  They  inherited 
Captain  Joseph  Sill’s  claim  for  land  for  his  services  in  the  war 
against  the  Narragansetts.  (See  Hall  line.)

JOHN  TILLEY 
JOHN  HOWLAND 

1.  John  Tilley  was  a  member  of  the  “Mayflower”  company 
and,  presumably,  was  born  in  England.  He  served  under  Myles 
Standish  in  the  first  encounter  with  the  Indians  at  Great  Meadow 
Creek  on  December  8,  1620,  three  days  before  the  landing  of  the 
Pilgrims.  He  died  at  Plymouth  in  the  first  winter,  sometime 
between  January  nth  and  April  10th,  1621.  His  wife,  whose 
name  is  unknown,  also  died  that  first  winter. 
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2.  Elizabeth  Tilley  was  born  about  1607,  accompanied  her 
parents  on  the  “Mayflower,”  married  John  Howland  at  Plymouth 
before  1624,  and  died  at  Swansea,  Massachusetts,  on  December  31, 
1687.  John  Howland  was  born  about  1593,  was  a  passenger  on 
the  “Mayflower,”  and  died  at  Plymouth  on  March  5,  1673.  He 
was  in  the  first  encounter  of  the  Pilgrims  with  the  Indians,  served 
as  an  Assistant  to  the  Governor  from  1633  to  1635,  was  in  com¬ 
mand  of  the  Kennebec  Trading  Post  in  1634,  and  served  as  a 
Deputy  to  the  General  Court  from  1641  to  1669. 

3.  Desire  Howland  was  the  first  or  second  child  of  John 
Howland,  but  the  date  of  her  birth  is  not  known.  In  1643  she 
married  John  Gorham  and  she  died  at  Barnstable,  Massachusetts, 
on  October  13,  1683.  John  Gorham  was  born  at  Bennefield,  Eng¬ 
land,  was  baptized  there  on  January  28,  1621,  and  died  at  Swan¬ 
sea,  being  buried  on  February  15,  1676.  He  was  a  Deputy  in  1653. 
In  1673  he  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Barnstable  Company,  and  was 
subsequently  promoted  to  Captain  and  served  in  that  rank  in  tho 
Great  Swamp  Fight  which  crushed  King  Philip’s  War. 

4.  John  Gorham  was  born  at  Marshfield,  Massachusetts,  on 
February  20,  1651/2,  and  died  at  Barnstable  on  December  9,  1716. 
He  married  at  Barnstable  on  February  24,  1674,  Mary  Otis,  a 
daughter  of  John  Otis,  who  was  born  at  Hingham,  Massachusetts, 
on  March  14,  1652/3,  and  died  at  Barnstable  on  January  4,  1732, 
or  April  1,  1 733,  both  dates  appearing  in  the  records.  John  Otis 
served  in  King  Philip’s  War.  John  Gorham  also  served  in  that 
war,  was  on  the  expedition  to  Canada  in  1690,  rose  to  the  rank  of 
Lieutenant  Colonel  and  was  second  in  command  to  Colonel  Benja¬ 
min  Church  in  1703,  and  was  a  Deputy  in  1688  and  later. 

5.  Stephen  Gorham  was  born  at  Barnstable  on  June  23, 
1683,  and  died  in  1743.  He  married  on  December  25,  1703, 
Elizabeth  Gardner,  a  daughter  of  James  Gardner,  a  Quaker.  She 
died  on  July  22,  1763. 

6.  Elizabeth  Gorham  was  born  on  July  6,  1718,  and  died  on 
June  24,  1772.  She  married  at  Nantucket,  Massachusetts,  on 
June  14,  1714,  David  Bunker,  born  at  Nantucket  on  January  19, 
1716,  and  lost  at  sea  in  1755. 

7.  Eunice  Bunker  was  born  at  Nantucket  on  September  21, 
1744,  and  died  at  Nantucket  on  June  22,  1803.  She  married  at 
Nantucket  on  December  17,  1761,  Alexander  Coffin,  who  was  born 
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at  Nantucket  on  September  21,  1740,  and  died  at  Hudson,  New 
York,  on  January  it,  1839. 

8.  Merab  Coffin  was  born  at  Nantucket  on  September  25, 
1762,  and  died  there  on  May  2,  1846.  She  married  in  1779,  either 
on  October  19  or  December  30,  to  Paul  Mitchell,  who  was  born 
at  Nantucket  on  July  11,  1758,  and  died  there  in  December,  1845, 
on  the  1st  or  6th  of  the  month. 

9.  Susan  Mitchell  was  born  at  Nantucket  on  May  26,  1789, 
and  died  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  on  August  22,  1880.  She 
married  at  Nantucket  on  September  11,  1806,  Isaac  Hall,  born  at 
Medford,  Massachusetts,  on  March  12,  1785,  and  died  at  Geneva, 
New  York,  on  June  25,  1866.  (See  Hall  line.)

RICH  ARD  WALKER 

1.  Richard  Walker  was  among  those  who  came  as  settlers 
to  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  in  1630.  He  was  bom  in  1592  or  1593. 
The  name  of  his  wife,  who  accompanied  him  to  Lynn,  is  unknown. 
On  March  14,  1634,  he  was  given  the  freeman’s  right.  He  lived 
in  Reading,  Massachusetts,  a  few  years,  but  returned  to  Lynn 
to  die  there,  being  buried  on  May  16,  1687,  aged  95  years.  He 
was  a  farmer  and  resided  in  Lynn  on  a  place  west  of  the  Saugus 
River.  The  first  military  company  in  Lynn  was  organized  in 
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1630,  the  year  Richard  Walker  arrived,  and  he  was  made  Ensign. 
The  next  year  an  Indian  attack  was  rumored  and  Ensign  Walker 
was  placed  on  guard  with  his  men.  While  on  duty  two  arrows 
passed  through  his  clothes,  his  guard  firing  a  few  shots  in  the 
dark  and  then  retiring.  It  is  of  this  incident  that  Edward  John¬ 
son  of  Woburn  later  wrote: 


“He  fought  the  Eastern  Indians  there, 
Whose  poisoned  arrows  filled  the  air. 

And  two  of  which  there  savage  foes, 
Lodg’d  safe  in  Captain  Walker’s  clothes.” 


He  was  a  deputy  from  Lynn  to  the  General  Court  in  1640, 
1641,  1648,  and  1649.  In  1646  the  General  Court  granted  him 
four  pounds  for  services  rendered  the  Colony.  In  1637  he  and 
his  soldiers  were  ordered  out  against  the  Pequot  Indians  in  the 
war  of  that  year.  In  1638  he  joined  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company  of  Massachusetts  and  is  believed  to  have  for¬ 
merly  been  a  member  of  the  Honorable  Artillery  Company  in 
London.  In  1648  he  became  Lieutenant  of  the  Lynn  Company 
and  in  1652  was  promoted  Captain.  Judge  Sewall  in  his  famous 
diary  wrote:  “Monday,  May  16,  1687. . .  .This  day,  Capt.  Walker, 
a  very  aged  planter,  buried  in  Lynn.”  A  jjpQoO/T  O 


2.  Samuel  Walker  was  bom  in  England  in  1615.  This  date 
is  established  by  his  own  testimony  given  in  court  on  December  28, 
1658,  when  he  stated  that  he  was  forty -three  years  of  age  at  that 
time.  This  removes  the  possibility  of  his  having  been  a  son  of 
Augustine  Walker  whose  son  Samuel  was  born  in  1642,  although 
it  has  been  stated  that  this  was  the  same  Samuel.  Samuel  prob¬ 
ably  came  to  Lynn  from  England  with  his  father  in  1630.  He 
moved  with  his  father  to  Reading  and  seems  to  have  remained 
there  some  years.  About  March  26,  1650,  he  joined  the  Church  in 
Reading,  together  with  his  wife,  whose  name  is  not  known.  He 
appears  on  the  Reading  records  from  1644  to  1653,  as  receiving 
grants  of  land,  and  serving  as  a  surveyor  of  highways  and  of 
fences.  In  1661  he  was  elected  a  highway  surveyor.  In  1668  he 
was  chosen  selectman  and  was  on  important  town  committees. 
He  died  in  Woburn  on  November  6,  1684.  He  served  at  Black 
Point  with  Captain  Scottow  in  King  Philip’s  War  and  is  called 
Captain  in  the  records  about  1683. 


3.  Samuel  Walker  was  born  on  May  7,  1643,  probably  in 
Woburn,  married  there  on  September  10,  1662,  to  Sarah  Reed, 
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and  died  there  on  January  18,  1703/4.  His  wife  was  a  daughter 
of  William  Reed  and  died  in  Woburn  on  November  1,  1681.  He 
married,  secondly,  in  Woburn  on  April  18,  1692,  Abigail,  widow 
of  James  Fowle  of  Woburn.  He  received  his  first  license  “to 
still  strong  waters  &  to  retale  the  same”  in  Woburn  from  the 
County  Court  in  April,  1662,  this  license  being  renewed  in  1663 
and  probably  later.  In  April,  1674*  he  was  licensed  to  “keep 
ordinary,”  making  him  the  third  innholder  at  Woburn.  He  became 
a  freeman  in  1674,  was  a  selectman  in  1679  and  repeatedly  after¬ 
wards.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Convention  of  the  Colony  which 
met  in  Boston  in  1689  upon  the  deposition  of  Andros,  and  after 
the  establishment  of  the  government  under  the  Provincial  Charter 
of  1691  he  represented  Woburn  in  the  General  Court  of  1694.  In 
1692  he  was  chosen  a  deacon  of  the  Woburn  church  and  held  that 
position  until  his  death.  He  was  a  Corporal  from  1683  to  1684, 
Sergeant  to  1690  and  Ensign,  1690-1692. 

4.  Timothy  Walker  was  born  on  June  16,  1672,  in  Woburn, 
and  died  there  on  June  19,  1706.  He  married  Elizabeth  Fowle 
in  Woburn  on  March  2,  1699.  She  was  born  on  September  28, 
1681. 

5.  Abigail  Walker  was  born  in  Woburn  on  August  21,  1703, 
and  died  in  Medford  on  August  26,  1785.  She  married  Andrew 
Hall  on  November  27,  1722.  He  was  born  on  May  15,  1698,  in 
Medford  and  died  there  on  June  22,  1750.  (See  Hall  line.)

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HUTCHINS  WELLES 


1.  Hutchins  Welles  was  born  in  Wales  in  1691,  married 
Sarah  Devlin  in  New  York  City  in  1720  and  died  in  New  York 
City  in  1789. 

2.  James  Wells  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  1723  and  in 
1764  married  Rachel  De  Forest.  He  drew  his  will  on  February 
11,  1783,  saying  that  he  was  “in  a  weak  state  of  health  in  body,” 
and  it  was  probated  in  New  York  City  on  March  15,  1784,  so  he 
probably  died  in  1784.  In  his  will  he  styles  himself  “shop-keeper,” 
and  leaves  to  his  son  Nicholas  a  half -interest  in  a  slave  Jeff,  a 
half-lot  of  land,  and  a  quarter  interest  in  the  residue  of  his  estate. 
The  children  were  all  under  age  at  that  time  and  were  being 
educated  according  to  the  father’s  instructions  to  his  executors. 
The  widow  was  not  mentioned  and  probably  had  died. 

3.  Nicholas  Wells  was  born  in  New  York  City  on  October 
21,  1767,  and  married  in  November,  1788,  Sarah  Roome.  She 
was  born  January  4,  1768,  and  was  a  daughter  of  Peter  and  Rachel 
(de  Groot)  Roome.  Nicholas  Wells  signed  his  will  on  November 
2,  1793,  and  died  on  November  10,  1793.  In  bis  will  he  calls 
himself  a  grocer.  (See  Roome  line.) 

4.  James  Nicholas  Wells  was  born  in  New  York  City  on 
January  24,  1790,  and  married  there  on  March  26,  1816,  Rachel 
Roome,  a  daughter  of  John  P.  Roome,  born  on  October  18,  1793, 
in  New  York  City.  He  died  on  November  22,  i860,  and  she  on 
April  19,  1855. 

5.  James  Nicholas  Wells  was  born  in  New  York  on  Sep¬ 
tember  26,  1820.  He  married  in  New  York  City  on  October  4, 
1841,  Mary  Jane  Halsted,  a  daughter  of  David  M.  Halsted  of 
Somerstown,  New  York.  She  died  June  30,  1874-
